Wiiinipcf,', Sept. 7.— nuf;li ,Tolin Mao- 
(louaUi was teiidoreil ii farewell to-uigbl 
by the members of the Muplc* Leaf Cou- 
servutive Olub, prior to his departure 
for the Bast. He was accoinpanicMl to 
the tniiu by many friends and a band, 
lie speaks at Montreal ou Monday. 

Before departing, lion. JIugU John 
Maoduniild addriHsed a large uie-.^tiiig of 
ContervativL'H at the Maple Leaf Club 
room*-. Here lie was pritsented with au- 
addrens conKratulatiug liiui upon blH de- 
cision to enter Uoiiiiuion politicu. A 
turehlight prucessiou was then formed, 
and Macdonald escorted through the 
(Streets to the Btatlon. 

uMouctou, Sept. 7. — Sir Charles Tupper 
and lion. G. K. Foster reuobed here from 
Suinuierside, 1'. 10. 1., and were given a 
rousing welcome. The streets were 
ablaze witti illuminutioim and fireworks.

At 
the meeting this evening, Sir Charles 
Tupper was heartily clieered when he 
made tlie announcement that Hugh John 
Macdonald had accepted tbe nouiiuution 
in Brandon and would become one of the 
leaders of the party.

THE FREIGHT . 

RATES RISE 



High Prlc.^ of Coal In Europe 
Seriously Affects Atlantic 
Shipping. 



New York, Sept. 7.— TIj* price of coal 
is soaring in Europe, and not enough 
shir*; can be had on this side of the 
ocean to carry coal to supply tbe demand. 
This is added to by the operating ex- 
penses of the big steamship companiee, 
us the swift liners burn from 400 to 500 
tons of coal daily. Coal is worth from 
!f2.50 to $3 a ton more in Europe than 
here. As a result, the liners are carry- 
ing on the outward voyage cno-.;sli coal 
to take them over and part of the way 
back, only taking eudlcieut high-priced 
coal to supply actual deficiency for the 
westward voyage. 

London, Sept. 7. — Shipping firms en- 
gaged ia Canadian trade have agreed to 
advance ten percent, in freight rates, be- 
cause of the advance in coal and other 
steamship storce.

Chinatown 



Five Chinese Fall From Second 
Story of a Build- 
ing. 



Two Very Seriously Injured— 
An Insecure Barricade 
Gave Way. 



Last night five Chinamen fell from 
the second story of a Cormorant street, 
store in Chinatown— a distance of about 
18 or 20 feet from the ground. Three; 
were comparatively uninjured, having 
fallen on the other two victims of the 
accident. These two -were.very seriously 
injured, the life of one at least being 
despaired of. 

Last night was August 15, according 
to the Chinet^e calendar, and August 15 
is the day of the feast of the Moon with 
little China. The big paper lanterns 
were- hung out, .domiooes rattled, and 
the Chinamen were having a good timci 
Tbe celebration was a quiet one, hut the 
streets were more than usually crowded. 

The upper rooms of -On Wing, at 24 
Cormorant street, were all filled with thfe 
celebrants of the Moon. The door. opens 
out on the street since a balcony which 
once stood in frbnf has been removed. 
Tho lower portion of this door was in- 
eccurcly barricaded with a small balus- 
trade, behind which several Chinese 
looked out upon the passing crowds 
below. About 0-30 p. m. these China- 
men bcmme interested in something in 
the street, and two who were leanmg 
out over the balustrade were reinforced 
by' three more. These three behind 
pressed on those in front, to obtain a 
view of what was going_on, and without 
warning the balustrade gave way and 
the whole five were precipitated into the 
street. . , , 

There was a sudden shout, and the 
horrified passers-by stood still as the un- 
fortunates dropped heavily on the board 
sidewalk. The three on top, whose fall 
liad been broken by the more unfortu- 
nate two beneath, hurriedly jumped to 
their feet and ran. The.,others lay groan- 
ing in agony on "the sidewalk. 
Chinese darted from alleys, door- 
ways and everywhere, some carry- 
ing" quilts and blankets to cover tho in- 
jured men. 

Chief Deasy and Constable Wood were 
soon on the t^cene, and a telephone call 
was sent for the amhulance, doctors and 
cabs. Doctors Robertson and Ilaning- 
ton soon arrived, and as the police held 
olT the gaping crowd tliey made a pre- 
liminary examination and ordered both 
the injured men to the hospital, one 
going in the ambulance and the other 
in ii hack on a stretcher. The yodnger 
man — quite a boy, named Yueng, who 
arrived from China bnt three weeks ago 
to join his uncle bore — had hotli his arms 
broken, some cuts on the head, and was 
injured internally. He wan in great 
agony, for the fractured bones were 
sticking through his skin. The other 
man, named Duoy, was sufCering from 
bad contusion on the head, and was 
badly injured internally. lie was groan- 
ing in a henrt-rending nmnner. From a 
j)reliminary examination it was not ex- 
pected that be would live, while small 
liopes were held out for the boy. 

'the other three Chinamen, according 
to the customary Chinese fashion, were 
not to be found, for their frieudfi hid 
them, in their ignorance fighting against 
those who tried to find out whether they 
needed medical assistance. At length 
one was discover(!d hiding in a/bp<l. Ho 
was comparatively nninjuroilf having 
only a cut on his forehead and a 
spraiufHl foot. The others could not bo 
found. 

An investigation showed that the balus- 
trade which gave way was yery inse- 
curely fastened with small nnili^, and 
no struts of anj' kind being attached to 
hold it to the door jambs. These barri- 
cades to the doors were put in after the 
city council ordered the removal of all 
verandahs three or four years ago. All 
will boat* s good oaamination, for last 
night after the nceident the thud of the 
hammer was heard in Chinatown. IMnny 
insecure ones were noticed. Next door 
to the store where the one fell, a simi- 
lar one was pushed out without elTort.

Germany Preparing to Make 
Strong Naval Demonstra- 
. tlon'.'at Shanghai* 



Chinese Population Firmly Be- 
lieves That Allies Have 
Been Beaten. 



London, Sept. 8.— (4:15 a.m.)— The Chi- 
nese crisis pret-euts no new feature thia 
laoruing. Nothing appears to be certaiu. 
Regarding Russia's, action, various state- 
ments are made in Vienna and Berlin, 
with an assumed air of authority, but 
the balance of opinion leans to the belief 
that Russia is Btill inclined to adhere to 
her decision to quit Pekin, whatever the 
other powers may do. 

The studiously moderate tone of Eiu- 
pcror William's speech at Stettin is much 
remarked. There was nothing of tho 
"mailed fist" or the reveuge iu his utter- 
ances. According to the Standard's Mots- 
cow correspondent, Russia's programme 
mainly concerns Manchuria, and sho 
needs troops from I'ekin to assist in tho 
seizure of that province, which is looked 
upon as another Egypt. Her -withdrawal 
from Pekin is cousiuered an attempt to 
pose as a sincere adherent of tho 
principles of Tho Hague conference. 

Loudon, Sept. 7.— The London Cham- 
ber of Commerce has received a telegram 
from the Hongkong Chamber of Corny 
merce, with a request tlmt it be communi- 
cated to the British foreign oUice, advo- 
cating a continuation of tlie occupation 
of Pekia until a proper government has 
been established, and the guilty olHcialB 
have been punished, and pointing out 
that an early withdrawal would be dis- 
astrous to foreign prestige iu China. The 
despatch, together with a special letter 
from the London Chamber of Commerce, 
recommending it as deserving of consid- 
eration, has beeu sent to Ijord Salisbury, 

Berlin, Sept. 7.— Evidently the German 
foreign office reckons v/lth the iWBsibility 
that Kuiijia will yield to the powers and 
will not withdraw her troops from Pe- 
kin, Discuiising this question to-day, a 
high foreign olUciai said: 

"Germany does not understand the 
Washington despatches to mean the 
United States mean to withdraw their 
troops. - So far .as 'Russia is concerned, it 
must be borne in mind that she did not 
put forth her propoeitlon of witbdi;n\ying: 
as a sine qua non, but only 't^toitlvetx 
and for the purpose of discussion." ' 

On attention being called to tbe sharp 
criticisms of Rus^sia's attitude in a sec* 
tion of the German press, the foreign of- 
ficial remarked: "Our prees is discuss- 
ing thi' question,. for. the most part, in 
a wholly amicable spirit, and those pa- 
pers that are attacking Russia, are' pur- 
suing a policy of their own." ■ 

Emperor William's speech at Stettin to- 
day is here interpreted to mean that liis 
plan of ovcrcdmhig the present dilScul- 
tles in China will be adopted by the pow- 
ers. This goes to show, as has been 
claimed all along, that Germany in the 
China matter is following the personal 
policy of the Kaiser. A number of lead- 
ing journals condemn such a course us in 
contravention of the constitution of the 
empire. The Gugenwast, a high class 
periodical, concludes an article, signed 
"I'olitilcs," as follows: 

"Surely it is high time to determine the 
question whether our iwlitical life can be 
justly called constitutional, or whether 
we are steering toward absolutism." 

From the present instructions of the 
naval department, Germany vn\l make 
the strongest naval demonstration ever 
made in Shanghai, namely, ten warships, 
with 3,200 men and 1(10 guns. Of these 
vcKsels, four will be large cruisers, four 
others will bo somewhat smaller, and two 
will be gunboats. 

A special despatch from Amoy says 
that both the .Japanese and British mar- 
ines were withdrawn to-day and every- 
thing there is quiet. Special despatches 
to the Cologne Gazette announce that all 
classes (if the Chinese iK)pulation believe 
that the Chinceo have been victorious 
over the allied troops. Striking ilhistra- 
tione of this are given. 

Washington, Sept. 7.— Minister Wu ar- 
rived in ^^'ashington from Cape May tliis 
afternoon, and although it was near the 
clo>-e of the day, he proceeded direct to 
the state department. For nearly an hour 
the iiiinister was closeted with Acting 
Secretary Hill and .\Ksistant Secretary 
Adce, the trio being locked in meantime, 
and not even tin; messengers allowed en- 
trance. None of the parties to tho con- 
ference was communicative as to tlie con- 
ference. 

The conference with Mr. Wu is be- 
lieved to have been iiispiTcd by a desire 
to learn something or the personality, of 
the Chinese notables whose names hi.we 
been suggested as proper to constitute the 
Chinese side of any commission which 
may be named to arrange a settlement 
of the diflieulties. Mr. Wu is an ar- 
dent adherent of Earl Li. There is much 
speculation here as to the personnel oC 
the United States commiKsioners in case 
the peace negotiations sliould ho entriist- 
ed to such a body, and the names of men 
prominent iu international affairs in re- 
cent years all have been canvassed. In- 
eluded in the list is the name of Gen. 
.lohn W, Foster, but it is regarded as 
much more prohahle that if he appears at 
all in the negotiations it n'ill be in hi."* 
old place as a representative of the Chi- 
nese government.'

General Roberts Expresses Him- 
self Very Pleased With the 
Plucky Defence. 



"Capetown, Sepit ' 7. — Followiug 
is au extract from a telegram from Lord 
Roberts : 'A post held by 125 meu or the 
Gimadiau Mounted lufimtry, guarding 
the railway betweeu Pun and Wonderts 
tontein, was attacked at daylight this 
morning by a body of the enejny, under 
Commandant Trockbart, with two guus 
and one pom-pom. Brigadicr-Genora 
Alahon went to their assistance, but 
found on arrival that they had beaten 
. oCE the enemy, a very , creditable per^ 
formance. Major Saimders and Lieut. 
Moodle, slightly wouadod, and D. F. 
Johnfioa wounded. Mifieing: Scrgts. 
iQayne and 'McOuUoch and Privates 
Straig, Glendenning, Shaw, Dayburk, all 
Oanadian Mounted Infantry.' (Signed) 
MilttCT." 

Capetown, Sept 7.— Baden-Powell ar- 
rived her© this morning. In spite of the 
early hour of his arrival a great public 
ovation was given him. The crowd car-

The ex- 
tent to which the company is held respon- 
sible is in itH failure to strictly observe 
tlio rule reiiuirlng live minutes at leatit 
between trains, and tlie absence of a 
block signal system. The jury recom- 
mends a strict observance of the flvo- 
mlnute rule, and the continuutiou of the 
block system to Bethlehem.

The Sydney Morning Ilernld 
says: "Western Australia has declared 
in favor of federation by more than a two 
to one inaiority;_.vote, as the figures stand 
up to this morning, and there is no mis 
taking the note of jubiliation in the ut- 
terances of public men hy whom the fed 
eral victory is acclaimed. The other col- 
onics, and notably among them the motlv 
er coiouy, heartily congratulate their 
youngest sister on the decision arrived 
at. The work of federation, so far as 
the consent of all the colonies is concern- 
ed, is now complete, iuid wo may begin 
!it once to build up the fabric of the com 
nionweallh. The rcrit of Australia lias 
been waiting on tlie Vi'estern colony 
pending the uecetssary preparations uutil 
it wiiB known whether it would come in 
as an original state or not, and in some 
doubt as to the final decision.' 

Sir William Lynn wired the Premier of 
WfiBtern Australia on the success of tb 
referendum vote, saying that the voico 
of New South Wales and of the Austral 
nsian people has spoken, and we sympa 
tlietically and cordially join hands ii 
Australian unity to work out our nation 
al destiny with the united strength of a 
.voung -and vigorous people. 

A writer in the Sydney .Morning Her 
aid says: "I'erhaivi it is not too soon to 
think about the lientenaut-governor prob 
h.'in, which the approaching arrival ol 
Lord ilopotouu will inevitably bring to 
tile front. It is admitted that the present 
rialariert of our governors must be re 
diiced in some sort of approximate pro- 
portion to th(! reduced dignity of th 
state governor of the near future, and 
what is more to the [)oint, to the nuieli 
Minaller expected demand on him for on- 
tertaininonts. Salaries of state governor.- 
niay, therefore, sulTer a reduction of one- 
third. But li.'t us entertain the hope that 
the personnel of tlie new regime will not 
suffer proportionately. It is underelood 
—at all evenln it is the oiiiiiioii general 
ly held — that none of the coiitinenla 
governors (Tiisinaiiia included) will be 
liKx'ly to outstay for many days the ar 
rival and Hwea ring-in of Lord llopetoiin, 
the governor-general, hut that those gov 
oruors «ho are still in their colonies will 
III' expeeteil to welcome hiiii hy their 
liri'sciice at that coruinony. Afti'Vwardi 
it is saiil, they will resign their eominis- 
rsions. Then the (inestiou of their suc- 
• ■essoi-s will beconu! an interesting and im- 
port one. It is known that the Qui-cn 
attaches no little value to the jirerogative 
(one of the few reinaiuiiigl of appoint- 
ing her representative tlirougliout Inn- ilo- 
niinioiiK; and on tliat assuiiiiitioii it iiinv 
be taken for granted th:it the priiKnpl'e 
of cx-olUcio state governorship will not bo 
accepted.

Steamer Walla Walla is liUidy to leave 
the quarantine station at WUliam Llead 
to-day or to-morrow iind come to the out- 
er wharf. According to a statemeiii 
made by her ageiitu, the vessel is to be 
released after being thoroughly fumigat- 
ed, and will he given over to the new 
crew, which has been selected at Sat- 
tle, and will arrive by the Victorian thii 
morning. They will proceed to William 
tlend in a launch and take charge of the 
vessel. Capt. Hall and the crew whieli 
brought her up from San Francisco will 
— like the passengers — have to remain in 
quarantine, in all probability, for three 
weeks. Yesterday morning the passen- 
gers gave up their wearing apparel and 
eft'eets to the tiuarantine staff, and it 
was placed into the big retorts to be 
fumigated. Then they all had to take a 
bath at the bath houses. After their 
bath, the passengers were csconscd in the 
big isolation quarters, whose halls have 
been so long vacant. 

One of the passengers, a foreigner, a 
Oorman, it is said, whose adiposity is 
part of a description, made a dash for 
liberty. lie tired of his durance, and, 
snqaklng through the woods, climbed the 
fence at the back of the station. Tlien.' 
is quite a thick clump of thicket, and he 
easily eluded the siuiUl number of guards 
that were then on guard, for the extra 
gtiardcs had not tiikoi: up their duties. Ilia 
eticape was made known to the police, 
who are in search of him. He was seen 
on the road leading from the station, and 
will likely be recapt ureil. His iiauio 
could not lie learned last night. The uu- 
rortuiiiite woman wlio is sick with siiiall- 
pox WHS .said to bo in a worse condition 
yesterday. 

It is understood that only that part of 
the cargo of tho steamer above the hatch 
es wliicli were more exiiosed to contagion 
was fumigated. That below hatches was 
untouched, and will therefore not be d:im- 
aged in ai,y way. None of the cargo is 
to bo destroyed at the qiiarantinc sta- 
tion. With the release of the steomer 
the service will not be broken up as 
the agents feared. 

The report to the effect thii.l a military 
guard was being sent down to keep strict 
watch about the enclosures and prevent 
!iny escapes from the unwilling guests 
of cinarantitu! accommodation, is some- 
what far-fetched. Dr. Higgiiis did, in- 
deed, reiiuisitioii .such atit^istanee, and "A" 
compiiiiy. n.C..\., were said to bo itching 
to tihow that they could keep linen as well 
as break them. However, lliey were 
doomed not to liave a chance this time to

The Steamer Warrimoo Reaches 
Port From the Southern 
• Seas. 



Lord Qjormanston, Former Gov- 
t . ernor of 1 asniania on the 
Way Home. 



■ steamer Warrimoo arrived at the out- 
er wharf yesterday morniug, after hav- 
ing spent the nife'ht in the IJoaiJs. She 
was hue, and had only until yesterday to 
come within the limit allowed by the mail 
subsidy. Thert-forc she did not remain 
liere any longer than wan necessary. It 
was because of her hurry, too, that the 
siren shrieked for so long yesterday call- 
ing for thg. inodiual officer to come and 
give her pratique. The through iiuiils 
were passed over on arrival to the In- 
lander and caught the east-bound train. 
The Warrimoo's delay was caused in llie 
first place by a thick bank oC fog off Uie 
Straits, which delayetl her for 2i hours 
and then not coming into the Roads un- 
til after dark she hod to wait until day- 
light, according to iiuurautiuo regula- 
tions. , 

The ■\Vnrrimoo brought a large uum- 
her of passengers, including' sev.;ral wry 
notahle travellers. Lord Cii^rnui uston, 
Lady Gormanston and suite arrived from 
Hobart, Tasmania, via Sydney and Bris- 
bane en route home to Ireland. Lord 
Gorniaiistou is the rctiriug Governor of 
Tasmania, which now that federation is 
an actual fact in tUo colonies of tlTu 
Southern Seas is n part of United Aus- 
tralia. Included in his suite were Hon. 
Ismay Preston, and A. Kawlinson, .sec- 
rectary to the retiring Governor. Lord 
Gormanston sits in the House of Lords 
fis Baron Gormanston. Gormanston 
Castle is in Dublin, nn'd he hae also a 
country scat in Meath. F. R. Walker, 
who arrivc<l from Honolulu, accompaniej 
by -Mrs. Walker, is the British consul 
for Hawaii. There wore two niillion- 
aircs from Melbourne aboard. Mr. T. S. 
Hall ia a wealthy Queonsland jni'jing 
man, and is bound to England, accmn- 
paniod l)y Jlrs. Hall, and tliroe young 
sons, Harold, Walter and Atholstan Hall. 
Mr. E. T. Miller was the other wealthy 
Quecnslander. Ho has largo lumber in- 
terests in Australia, and while in Brit- 
ish Colnmbia will likely visit some of 
the mills and lumbering camps. Mr. 
Clarence Mack Post, another passenger, 
is: a London journalist, on tour gathering 
data for letters of interest to Ix)ndon 
readers, and more particularly to the 
Britieh commercial men. Mrs. S. G. 
Wilder, a well-known Honolulu lady, 
■was a passenger, and several members 
of the McAdee minstrels, who disbanded 
in Australia, arrived. In all there wore 
abont eighty passengers. The liner left 
Sydney on August 13 and berthed at 
Brisbane on the 15th. She left again < n 
'the 17th, rounded Bollona Reef on the 
19th: passed close to the New Hobride« 
on 20th; sighted the Torres and Banks 
Groups; passed close to Arorai Island 
on 2.3rd; sighted islands in the Gilbert 
Group, and crossed the Equator on 
24th, arriving at Honolnln on the SDtli 
August, having oxi>orionced fine weatlier 
with light windfl from Brisbane till tlic 
27tb, when fresh trade winds were met 
with and carried to Honolnln. She left 
Honolulu the same day and mot with 
moderate north.-oasterly wind and -icn, 
•which lasted till 4th September, when 
fresh northwesterly wind with modernto 
sea was experienced for one day, follow- 
ed by n calm on 5th, which lasted til] 
the afternoon of 6th. Then dense fo? 
wari eneountered off Cape Flattery whi'idi 
necespitatoil the Vessel being f topped ft r 
24 linnrH. 

Oapt. Phillips reports that the Wnrri- 
Tnnn sighted the Tl. M. S. Minwera, 
bound sn\]th on 17th August and on 
2Stli August passed find hignnlled Kri(- 
is1) ship Speke. of Liverpool, in latitude 
19' 7' north longtitude 1C0° 27'. west 
iKiund to San Francir^co. The R.M.S.

It has been decided by the owners of 
tlie Oanadian-An.stralian steamers 
Aorangi, Warrimoo and Miowera to 
make some important improvements in 
all those vessels. One of those wa.S' 
the fitting up of an entirely new second 
saloon. Since the inauguration of the 
service, the demand for an intermediate 
t=aloon between the first saloon and the 
steerage has been constant and generally 
in excess of the space available.

The West is without its due moasure 
of iafluence at Oitmvn. We do not now 
refer to its Inck of cal>inL"t rein-esentii- 
t'lou, nor to the uliil'ty o£ tlic goiitlotuen 
repi-esontinj? this provinL-c to iniprosK 
tlioir views "Pou tlie Lauricr ministry. 
Wiiit Avo Uave b mind is something 
wliolly impcrtionnl and non-pnrtizan. We 
mean that tlie poasil)ilitips of thy dm-el- 
opment of Cuuaiiii we:,l\Yur<l do not 
uiipear to Imve tfUOicieutly impressed 
"tlieraselves upon the minds of those, 
who have the determination of tlie policy 
of Canada. Since Sir Macltenzie Bowoll 
was at the bead of the Department o£ 
Coinniorcc, "O minister appears to have 
appreciated ^vhat the dovclopmcnt or 
tr ide on the Pacific Ocean iiioaus to tlie 
whole Doiiiiiiion. .I£ any minister has 
grasped the immensity of the field of «- 
p'aBsion presented in tliia lino, his views 
have not been crystaHi'-ed either in Iokis- 
lation or acts o£ iulmiuistration. We 
are not unmiuacul the fact that a 
gontleman waa sent to Me.vico, Central 
and Soutli America to report upon the 
openinK for trade, or that another went 
to Japan on tho wamo mission. The re- 
ports which those c-uruuissionerH broUKht 
back fully horo out tho most favorahle 
anticipations indulgea in bS those who 
regard tho Pacific Ocean as the scat of 
a vast and steadily growing commerce. 
Bat little if nnytbl'iK has been done to 
turn tho prospects opoiunp; to the luivuu- 
tage of Ciinadii. 

Comparatively little has heeu done by 
the federal «overoP>ent to enable Canada 
to enjoy the advantages resultins from 
the exploitation of the resourccfi of the 
West. We have repeated, to tho vcrRO 
of wearisomenoss the story of the losses 
i„ business ami prestige wWch Canada 
is suirering by reason of the failure of 
the federal govet»'neat to adopt some 
line of policy wWcb will make CajuKTinn 
cities the headquarters of the output of 
Cauadian gold. We have arRuod until 
it is an old story to show how- it will pay 
the Uomitiiou us an ittTestment— that is, 
from the point of view of the Treasury- 
to provide facilities for the opening of 
the mineral resources of British Colnm- 
bia. We do not say that no efTcct lias 
liceii pro(iuced by these frequent repre- 
sentations made by others as- well as by 
ourselves, It takes time to inftuence the 
policy of any eovemmcnt, and although 
iiotliing has as yct come of tho constant 
af;itation, ^vo are not without a hope 
that som'ethinrj ivill in the near future. 
The point which we wish to emphasize is 
that a.s yet no Canadian government has 
adopted a distinctly Western policy. Ami 
yet such a policy is the logical setiuence, 
of the construction of the Canadian 
raciru' Kail way. 

It is (lifllcnlt to express in a news- 
paper article the 'dea which we would 
like to iuiprcss upon the public men of 
Canada. It is jnore of a matter A)r 
trbntmont upon a public platform, for it 
involves very many conaidorations. 
Briefly stated, it is fliat Canada does 
not make enough of the possibilities of 
the West. Much has been and Is being 
done for tho Enst. Some of it scoma to 
the Western uiau hiirdly called for in 
conHiai-isou witb the opportunities to be 
utili^.eil here, hut Politicians always did, 
and wo suppose always vr'M, distribute 
their favorri in aUTters to which they 
look ; for their support. Statesmanship 
would "ae 'othorwi.se, but unfortunately 
there arc more po'itieiiinfi thiin states- 
men in Canailii. The West does not 
object to expendituros in the East. It 
vrill not stop to inquire if tUey are 
likely to provo pr^fltahle even Indirectly; 
But what it does ask— and the time has 
come when the request should l)ecomc a 
demand— that the Policy of tho Dominion 



should be framed with an appreciation of 
he fact that Canada fronts ; pn'.two 
oceans, and that on the borders of tho 
western ocean it possesses all tho re- 
sources necessary for imperial growCTl. 

The West does not ask simply for 
financial nid. It would bo glad to have 
the benefit of the federal credit in bring- 
ing about the early consummation of 
those great development projects which 
would mean ao much to tho wholo coun- 
try and to tho Empire as well; hut it is 
prepared to pay back din;ctly into the 
federal revenue every dollar spent iu 
this way. ' It asks Eastern public men 
to get the Atlantic (pg out of their eyes 
and glance towards tho setting sun. 
When the Minister ot Hallways was here 
a few years ago, he applied Emerson's 
word.'? to this province, and said that 
British Columbia .was another name for 
opportunity, H^ifi'flie opportunity been 
utilized? No man can honestly say that 
it has boon. We make no complaint 
against any individual for this. It would 
bo unreasonable to expect Eastern men 
to see the West as Westernera see it. 
If they, did they would not remain in 
the East. ' ' ■ 

What the East will not do for it, the 
West must do for itself. We know 
our rights and must be prepared to main- 
tain them. Wo must speak in tones 
tlint Will ho hooded. However wo may 
differ among ourselves as to political 
lendora and the records of political par- 
ties, however W'> n'nv have arrti.ved our- 
selvori on the issues wliieli are debuted 
iu parliament and form the bones of 
contention in Eastern constituencies, wo 
must learn to stand shoulder to shoulder 
as Western men. Our cause is not only 
the cause of British Columbia, but of 
Canada and the Empire. Canadian in 
terests demand, Imperial iiilereslci re 
iliiirr that there shall lie built up on the 
Pacific Const of the Dominion a strong 
and prosperous community in the short 
est space of time possible. The hour is 
striking which marks tho dawn of a new 
era for tho countries bordering on th 
Pacilie Ocean. To none of them need 
Canada take a second place. None of 
them have resources which overshadow 
ours, none present conditions under 
which the world-eomiuering Anglo- 
Saxon r:u'i> can lie better developed Ilmn 
Canada. There is no time to be lost 
Wo have an aggressive neiglihor to tho 
south. Events of immense importance 
are transpiring in the Orient, which wo 
would remind our Eastern friends is our 
West. Canada nuut not he a laggard 
in the race for supremacy.

THE WEST COAST. 

One :>wailow may not make a summer, 
but one mine will niul;e a town. Th 
West Coast of Vancouver laland bids 
fair to be the seat of many miuc«i. There 
is nn^'h truth Id tlie stntemont that if 
what is being done along that part of 
Vancouver Island were transpiring any- 
where oltie, the papers would be full of 
it, anil there would be a real estate 
boom on iu more than oue locality. Wo 
are apt to be a little sluggish down here 
by the eoa, and wo do not exult over 
prospects, which would «et other places 
afire with anticipation. It lias been a 
little diflicult to get [K'ople to believe in 
Vancouver Island n^i a possible mineral- 
producing district. A groat many wise 
men have visited the Island, and not hav- 
ing seen the hills glistening with gold 
and lumps of copper Bticking out ot tho 
mountains, they have gone away and 
written Pome very able papers on the 
geological impossibility ot anything 
worth owning being diaiovered here. 
This was tho Nazareth of mining ex- 
ports, out of which no good could be ex 
pected to come. But fortunately there 
are other people in tlie world than goolo 
gical profe.st^ors and self-styled ex- 
perts, namely, plain, rough-look 
ing folk, who know how to 
shoulder a pack and are not very par- 
ticular where night overtakes them. 
These people do not 8cek the secrets of 
nature by means of books written by 
some one who rea.soned things out iu hifi 
library, hut by means of picks, drills, 
sledges and gunpowder. They arc not 
always pretty to look at, and they have 
no letters after their names, but they are 
the .Tolin the Baptistfi of prosperity. 
The-<e iniTi. with nothing except a little 
outfit and inexhaustible faith, have kept 
on the move over the mountainM of this 
Island, and unless all signs are deceptive 
we are all now on. the eve of enjoying 
t'.:" fruits of their Splendid onterpris 
The ;Mix;;iects of mining on A^ancouver 
Island, and (Kpi'cinlly on the West Coast 
are eminently satisfactory. We make no 
reference to what h being done in Afouiit 
Sicker, for this has passed the prospect 
utago. 

AA'e propose to keep to our conservative 
vii'W of what the future will develop 
;ind so tihiill make no estimate in dcfinitr 
terms of what may be reafionably look- 
ed for. But this much seoms certain: 
Several copper propositions and iron de- 
posits iire on the eve of becoming mincrt. 
Two or three inincr; made Itossland. One 
mine made Nelson. There will sliortly 
be mines eiiougli on Vancouver Inland to 
completely change its butjiness character. 



THE VAIN WORLD., ' 

'JTie Vancouver WorliT agrees witlj tfio 
Golnnist as to the inexpediency*^ f'ro'm 'a 
British Columbia point ot view ot brSng- 
ii!g on tlii> elections before a redistribu- 
tion liiiri boon made, which will SGCuro 
the province its due share of representa- 
tion. Wo understand our contemporary 
to call; the action of the, government in 
tliis regard "knifing the pnivincc,''' which 
is certainly a strong esprof.sion, but none 
too much so. But our eoutcmiwrary 
adds to what ,tiie,.,9ojonist says ^nn ex- 
pression of its desire , to, '«ee' one' of tfi^ 
representatives taken from " Victoria. 



At this point the ways of the Colonist 
and the World on ' P?* r'JpreseiQtation 
question very naturally diverge. Not 
that the Vancouver paper's idea is in 
any way proper. There is no reason in 
its desire to reduce the representation of 
Vancouver Island. If it shall be pro- 
posed hereafter to recast the Island con- 
Btituenciea so aa..to.;appprtipa tbe^three 
representatives between " ridings to he 
hereafter created, 80 that no riding shall 
have two members, we do not know that 
wc should greatly object. There does 
not seem to bo any reason why a voter 
in one riding should be permitted to vote 
for two candidates, and a voter in 
another for one. Victoria is not the 
only loc.ility where this principle is ap- 
plied, and if any government proposes 
to abolish the system all over Canada, 
we do not think any very strenuous pro- 
test will be made here. But when it 
comes to taking away a representative 
of this Island, wo propose to object as 
veheniontly as we know how. AVe shall 
be glad to assist the World in securing 
additional members for the Mainland, 
and wc suggest to our contemporary that 
if it would confine its efforts to ohbiin- 
ing more for that portion of the prov- 
ince, and not seek to reduce the inlluence 
of the Island iu parliament, it would be 
more likely to find them crowned wil^ 
success. It is the worst kind of a mis- 
take to transplant sectional difToronces 
to Ottawa. AA'hutever we may do at 
home, let us present an undivided front 
at the federal capital on all questions 
uHeeting the welfare of the province.

To call goods British^ and slice off one- 
third of the regular duty because one- 
fourth of their value Is alleged to have been 
conferred by British labor, the other- three- 
fourths being admitted foreign, Is to make 
the preference practically applicable to for- 
eign goods. 

There Is not the least doubt that of th(! 
goods admitted at the preferential rate no 
Inconsiderable proportion ought to bo taxed 
at the regular rate. 



THE "DEGILIDING" TIP. 

From Dally Mall. 

The Amalgamated Society of Waiters 
bas declared the tip to be degrading. 

The waiter hlm'self pockets the insult, 
and would not have the present system 
abolished, even with the promiso of a 
substantially increased wage. Tipping 
•is bere,K«nd tipping will stay horo, unless 
the public rises as one stern-faced man 
and decides to stop it. But of course 
tho public will do nothing of the' sort, 
and that is why the swallow-tailed Eng- 
lishmen,' Germqns and Swiss of the 
AA'ost End hotels and restaurants are 
smiling softly at the virtuous indigna- 
tion of the society. 

To test the feeling of all classes of 
w.iiters on the subject, a Daily Miiil 
representative made inquiries at a 
variety of city and West End hotels and 
rofitaurants. In nearly every instance 
(the exceptions being among the poorer 
restaurants), there was an expression of 
contentment with the existing condition 
of aSairs. In those establishments, for 
instance, where the men are required to 
pay from Is. 6d. to 4s. per day for the 
"privilege" of serving, it was found that 
tlio applications for places were invari- 
ably in excess of the supply, which may 
reasonably be accepted as evidence that 
the chances are regarded as distinctly 
favorable to the waiter. 

At the Prince's restaurant the waiters 
are paid a wage by the company, but' it 
is a poor weak for those who serve in 
that establishment i£<th'e total of tips is 
not several times asilarge as. thR..8aJary. 

At the Savoy, ^he Cedl and the Metro- 
pole the waiters ' declared 'themselves 
satisfied. . , They ought to be, for at 
thes'e 'places the:t are paid from 18s. to

By this morning's Islander Mr. N. de 
Struve lijaves on bis return to Montreal, 
after paying a two days' visiit to Vic- 
toria. This gentleman is the Russian 
consul-general for Canada, the first ap- 
pointed to this lately created post. Hith- 
erto all business with the Itussian gov- 
ernment has been transacted by Canada 
through the Russian minister in London, 
but four mouths ago Count MuravielT, 
the Russian secretary of foreign affairs, 
secured this convenieat office for Gau- 
adu. Leaving it to the discretion of the 
eousul to fix his own place of residence, 
M. de Struve chose «Iontrenl, and has 
already appointed Mr. W. Mattcrn its 
vice-consul at Halifax, and will prob- 
ably make similar appointments for both 
Wiunipeg and Victoria. He himself, 
after a long training in the foreign olhce, 
has already held seveVal consular ::\)- 
pointments, the last one being at Fruuk- 
fort-on-Mttin, Germany, where he spent 
nearly five years. 

A few weelts ago he began a trip 
across Canada, and paid his ret^pects to 
the governments of the various prov- 
inces as he caiue westward, ending yes- 
terday In being received by Hon. Mr. 
Eberts In the parliament buildings, and 
by HHs Honor Sir Henri Joly at (iovern- 
ment House. 

Asked regarding the gold fields of 
SilKTia aud particulorly those of Anadyr, 
Mr. Struve explained that conditions 
there very closely resembled those at 
Nome, on the Alaskan coast opposite. 
A good deal of gold had been reported 
through the party prospecting, but the 
exclusive right to mine there had been 
granted by the Russian authorities to 
Col. Vonliurliursky, who was working in 
conjunction with certajn Anglo-American 
capitalists. A company had been organ- 
ized in San Franeisco, and from that 
point bad sent a steamer with laborers 
and plant some lime since to their con- 
cession, which Mr. de Struve believed 
covered an area of about four times that 
of ^'ancyuver Isliiud._ This couccssiou 
carries with it nil the minerals of com- 
mercial value in the peninsula of 
TchnUtcld. Uiuler the Itussian regula- 
tions, prospecting and mining are not 
allcjwed except by virtue of a special 
authorization of the government. 

Mr, do Struve fully recognized the im- 
portance of Victoria us a point for a 
vice-consulate, adding that the rapidly 
approachlug completion of the traiis- 
Sil)erian railway would greatly increase 
it. Already in smnmer time, by steam- 
boat connection across Lake Baikal and 
down tlie Amoor river, through connec- 
tion can bo made from St. Petersburg to 
Vlodivostock, while the iibolitiou of th(; 
convict system promises to permit to 
Siberia as rapid an opening up as has 
been experienced across Canada, 

Amongst the guests at the Driard hotel 
'is JI. Alajos I'aikert, of the Royal Hun- 
gariaii agricultural commission. Tliis 
ollice, which is of recent creation, ha.s its 
headquarters at the Austro-Hungarian 
legation at Washington, and covers in 
its field of work both Canada and the 
United States. Mr. Paikert, who is the 
lirst gentleman apiiointed to lit, has been 
spending the siinimer in Canada, com-' 
piling reports upon such subjects .-is 
forestry, fruits and crops. Cuming 
westward with Mr. de .Struve, tlie Kiis- 
sian consnl, lie has visiteil the settle- 
ments of his compatriots in Manitoba 
and the Nortliwest Territories, whose 
climatic and other conditi(ms are very 
simihir to those of his native land. :\Iost 
of tile Hungarians ;iro scattered here 
and there upon their prairie farms, but 
a small village of them is to be found at 
Zii-hyfalva, near Hegina. Ail Mr. Pai- 
Kert found to be getting- on prosperonsi v. 
On Thursday Mr. Paifcert called ."it 
(iovprnment House, being receiviMi bv 
Sir Ilonri .Toly; and ti)-day he leaves 
for Tacoma and OlymiiTa, whence he re- 
turns by Agassiz to the Calgary e.vhibi- 
tion, going tlienco eastward to Washing- 
ton, where ho will spend the winter.

At the corner of Oovernmeut 
and Yates tho new double-tracked curve 
ill well advanced. Here SS-pouud girder 
rails, with solid rail tlangen, are being 
used in place of the lighter rail with the 
fieiMirate flange. By the sinking of tho 
trackn space is obtained for a four-inch 
foundation of cement, upon which the 
ties will be laid. The cement work will 
lill in the siiaci^ri between then in such a 
way tliat whenever tlie solid piecvs of 
fir do ro! out the rails arc still well and 
titroiigly bedded, and the tearing tip of 
the tnick and pavement to replace the 
ties may be indefinitely postponed. The 
girder rails being ()',■!> inchre high will be 
jutit lliisli \i'ith the wooden blocks to be 
laid over the cement foundations. For 
these a life of from 12 to 15 years in to 
be exiiected, while tho minimuni age of 
the cement base may safely be placed at 
half a century. 

The tram company la fitraightening out 
the Yates street line, and will continue 
the double-tracking along Douglas street 
»« far as St. Johirs cliurch, thus greatly 
facilitating future improvements in the 
car service. Here CO-pound "T" rails 
will bo used. They are al.so prepared to 
relay Government street with the heavy 
girder rails so soon as the paving work 
is undertaken.

BACK FROM DAWSON. 

Ex-Police Oniccr Cameron Tells of Con- 
ditions in tho Northern Metropolis. 

Amongst the guests at the Hotel Vic- 
toria is Colin Cameron, who is well 
known in Victoria as an energetic ofllcer 
both on tho city and the provincial 
forces. From police work, however, 
Mr. Cameron turned to business; and 
on the inth of May last started out with 
some 22 tons of goods for tho Nortft. 
Reaching Skagwny on the C. P. N. liner 
Amur, be pressed on to Bennett, only to 
find that tho Canadian Development Co., 
through wlioni he had shipped from Vic- 
toria to Daw.son, was unalde to got its 
steamers through, by reason of the 
shallow water. After waiting ten days, 
a scow was chartered. Tliis vessel, 
14x44, had a crow of six; and for the' 
19 daj-fi' drift down the river the cost 
was ?500. Scows are very numerous 
this year, some having been passed that 
numbered up over 500— for these, like 
the fishing boats of the Eraser, have 
each a number painted on theni, in com- 
pliance with the police regnlations. On 
the 10th of .Tune, however, Cameron's 
freighter came to grief on Tliirty-Mile 
river, and it was not until the lOtli in- 
st.'int that tho diminisliwl and damaged 
cargo was brought in to Dawson. Tlicro 
Mr. Cameron found luisincss very good. 
'J'lic exodus to Nome 'liad greatly re- 
duce il tlio population, although close on 
to 20,000 people were still to la^ found in 
the city and on the creeks. The big 
companies freighting up the river had 
all, with the ex(;option of tfie Alaska 
Coiiiiiiercial Company, hot yet got in 
their consignments, but there appears 
to be already ample supplies there for 
the coming winter. 

Labor was fairly plentiful, although 
wages are down. So high as ?0 per day, 
witliout Iioaril, has been paid this season, 
luit iff) and i?!) with board were the jire- 
vailing ratet^. In one case, liowevcr, a 
big company was only paying ?4. 

Mr. Cameron expects .to leave on Wed- 
nesday next with another stock for the 
Northern markets.

The Famous 
Blue Coat School 



^fter Three Hundred Tears Is to 
Be Moved Fbitn' 
London. 



Historic Place Where Many 
^ Distinguished Men Were 
Tauflht , 



"Tiondon>s famous Blue C<>at Scbeiol, a'ftor 

telng for ovur 300 yeara as mnch a [)art of 
the sintiy old city as either the Uaak of 
Knglaud or Fleet street. Is about to forsake 
Iiondon; -and moTj^ 'oot Into tbe cbuntcTt 
where a group of ne^'tiulldings 'la almost 
reailf to receive It, Tbeceaftei, those who 
wish to visit the pupils Of. the' venurable 
place where once stood th« monastery of the 
Grey Frlais, and wtioite site 'UeatT- Vlll's 
sickly ^Bon, EdwarU VI," ,chose for a ^eat 
cbof l^x. school,; wlll^ haye ti seek -the ptc- 
Hure8aa«> jrdtuisstiecs Amid the i'grcea 'fields 
ot Hertfordshire,. Instead of down In. liou- 
don's "City," Just across the street froui 
PNew8atc?'>'prlsi(>n, <«nd| step frbnl'^mlth- 
flelds, " wherie'^geiieratlons 'of Blue^^tllwit \)oy « 
—Charles I/amh, Coloridgo and Klchardson 
among them— tavc ; studied and<nnnped. 

Visitors to Bngland are always delighted 
with the CJirlst's Hospital boys, and to 
Londoners Ibey are an unfalllnK source of 
delli,'ht. One nudpces his neighbor as a pair 
of the boys go past, with thelr'bare heads, 
theJr long bine "plonket" sktrts reaching 
to their ankles, and, like Old Grimes, "all 
buttoned down before," their buckled shoes 
and fervid y«llow stockings, and there Is al- 
most luvarialjlj- a crowd ptcpins through 
the Iron foaice of the great playground back 
from Newgate sUrect at nooa, when the 800 
quaintly dressed, boys are romping there, 
playing football .ajid tennis and cricket, 
their inuny little neck cloths flapping us 
they run and their dong-skirts gathered up 
uuder their belts. 

The seliool started out to be a charitable 
Institution, and in years gone by all tl 
harbarisins of under feeling and Ill-treating 
that used to mark the "charity school" 
seems to have Qourlahed there. The "Es- 
says of ISlla" tell a -story of cruelty that 
would have put Saueers himself to shame. 
It was uianagcd by a board of governors- 
It cost $2,500 to J]e<ooe— and they had the 
privilege of Admitting. boys Into the school. 
But oow the "Hospital" comes under the 
autborlty *t an ■aaatcre civic body known 
as the CStarity Commissioners and things 
go better. The "governors" may still ad- 
mit boys for sweet charity's sake, but 
other Ijoys can go to,-BChool there by pass- 
ing sni exunulnaitlon and paying |S00 a year, 
and in tJiese days paying pupils are far In 
the iiiajarltj'- 

In the ^beginning there was as many 
"charity glrJs" as charity boys, but now 
the fair .sex has only about one-eighth of 
the strciigth of the sterner one, and the 
preparatory school out In the country. 
AVhen the seihool was started the girls were 
trained Jis «crvanta only, and thus the 
number of them decreased; but under the 
new plan the percentage ot girls In the 
school Is mounting up again, and the girl 
gradmites are proving the goodness of their 
training by winning prizes at Oxford and 
Kton. 

The t>oys at the Blue Coat School now 
have a pretty good time of It. School be- 
gins at and ends at 4:30, with two hours 
at Doon, Jtnd there ii n seven weeks' vaca- 
tion In summer, now just about to com- 
mence. Evcrj' noon when it Is fine, comes 
the anarch into the dining hall— one of the 
famous Bights of the school AH the 800 
boys who have been racing about the broad 
playground form In milltoa: array, headed 
by their iflrlll master, who Is a retired army 
offl(;er, and also a band, and thus nmld 
strains of martial music the blue-coated 
yelhrw-stocklnged regiment marches to its 
mid-day repast. The musicians of the band 
are all boj-s of the school, and It their music 
hasn't -the charm that soothes "the savage 
breast It makes np for It in volume and a 
sincerity that brings most of the passers- 
by In Newgate street to the Iron fence and 
inatieB the xest rtnkc n livelier stride. 

Once Inside, some of the boys "lay" the 
table and act as "monitors" during the 
mal, and -others clear away the things 
after It ie over. The ceremonies always 
opens, too, with a blessing, asked by one of 
the older boys— the "Grecians." They call- 
ed them Bo because the boys at the school 
take up the claHslcK last, and to the smaller 
boys ithcse wOTthies are as impressive and 
mystjerimiH In their ways. 

Hut <!veii tiie little boys aren't always to 
be awed. ^J'here is a story that one of the 
stewards, who .used to accompany the boys 
to ehuieih on :8unday, contrived to make 
himself particularly detestable to them. 
The etorj Is told, by the way, by Leigh 
Hunt, who was a Bine Coat boy. He says: 
"He sat aieof in a .place where he could 
view tbe wliele Kit .his Bock. There was a 
.'ladlcroufl kind of feveage we bad of him 
whenever a jmrtioular part of the Bible was 
read. Ttals waa^^lhe porable ,of the unjust 
steward. Tbe bC5» .waited aiirtously tin the 
passage commenced; and then, as If by a 
general conRplracy, at the words, 'thou un- 
just Btcnvird,' the whole school turned their 
eyes on this unforttinate officer." 

The most peculiar feature in the Blue 
Coat dress— the absence of any sort ot cap 
—is accounted for by all sorts of ([ueer tra- 
ditions. The most attractive ciplanation 
regarding the cap was thiit King Edward 
VI., who founded the school, designed the 
iMiys' dress wrltli his own sovereign hand, 
but dle<l Iwfore lie got around to the cap 
nnd that no one since 'has had sufficient 
daring to venture to coniplcto the 
finished work of royalty. Certain it Is that 
the establishment ot the school was one of 
the last acts of Edward's life. Ilolbion's 
picture or the ceremony Bhows the mon- 
arch apparently on the edge ot the grave, 
and it Ik related that the King had hardly 
strength enough to sign the charter. 

But rx)r<l itoseberj- remarked a few- days 
ago on the danger In "tracing pleasing fic- 
tion to the austere sources of fact," and 
the cap story ■will not stand that process. 
The masters at Christ's Hospital not only 
show the sehoors «)nt-of-anns. enjgraved 
In different parts of the old :bnligihg,' and 
con.slKting of a iwy's cap and-^lraie, but 
. exhibit a picture of a Blue Co^t boy in a 
cap, and also triampbantly show •ne of 
the original caps.' .It'ts' about ,a8,.'blg as a 
tea isaucer, and tbe masters say It was ter- 
Ttflcally hard to fciseii bn the head, and so 
tbe boys Just gradnally left off trying to 
■' -wear It, though they did make an effort on 
state occasions, until now "bereheadeftaess'' 
has cdme to bo the Blue Coat boy's natural 
„tat«^raln, suow or «hlne. It Is Intereatlns 
> to -Xkoie lu this connection that nearly iill 
the -"Old Blues," as graduntce are called, 
hare «plendid crops of bnlr and eeldome jiet 
baW, 

These (conoclastlc pcdagc^es deny oven 
that King Kdward was the designer of a 
special dre«» tor the Blue Coat boys; deny, 
too, onothcr fond belief that the dress was 
nn echo of the old Grey Friars' costume, 
maintaining that the gown and girdle nnd 
wtockingH were fimply the regulation boys' 
postume of the period In which the school 
started oft. The t<?It, they sny, was then 
ft part of the national drc.is. while the two 
JIttle (labs of white at tbe throat, that look 



like the end of a concealed apron string, 
are all that Is left of the ruCt with which 
every good citizen once encircled his neck. 
But the boys secretly cherish a notion that 
the Blue Coat garb originally wasn't blue 
at all, but nn exact copy In black velvet of 
Klisg Kdward's dress, covcreil with silver 
buttons. 

There Is -a tradition that Dick W ttlng- 
tou's library stood at >siie isidc- of the 
cloistered ■court, and it is a fact that be- 
neath the court are catacombs nearly filled 
with long Interred bodies. There are three 
statues <ff King l-Muurd, tlie first beauti- 
fully carved in oak, lu one ot the class 
rooms. It seems tkat this statue used to 
stand In one of the ■passages, and had been 
whitewashed, so .that for years on years 
■evoiybody ^snppossd that it was simply a 
plaster figure. It was somewhat dingy, 
and' one Cay" some. w<h:kmen wiere brought 
In to clean It', when they discovered that 
it yiaa •yipoa;' an^ now - neither love nor 
•Money could buy IL ' . ' 

Ail that Is left of the monastery of the 
Grey Friars— they' were a sect like the 
Franciscans— Is n short, gloomy {lassage- 
way. between low arches, and known for 
yeairs'as ^'Jilt's Walk." All the other parts 
of the' moiiastery were wiped out utterly 
by the great Are, and these old arches, that 
show their age lu crumbliag mortar and 
^vriukllng cracks, were used as a foundatlou 
In building Christ's Hospital, so that the 
npper work ot this part of t'he building is 
nearly 300 years younger than its venerable 
support. This dark, eerie iiu(»Siige lias been 
called nothing but "Jiff's Walk" ever since 
any one ciui remember, and a dark tale cir- 
culates that this was thi; former promenade 
of the famous "beadle" .named JUT, who 
huaily met death nt the liand* of two fero- 
cious urchins ot tho sclioul, aad this stor.v 
has been dignified In print many times. Hut 
the nii\stcrs nt the sclioi'l .promptly sent tin- 
legend to join the- one of King K<lward and 
the cap by poiutlDg out that "Jilt" was 
probably some briUlaut youth's rendering 
of the initials "G. P." rff 'Grey Friars. 

Tbe many bodies that lie In the cata- 
combs beneath the 'dldister court are not 
those'iof mere commoners, nor are 'they of 
people who died .vcstorday. Rulers He 
tliere, and nobles of gentle blood. Back In 
the old days of the Grey Friars the piety 
ot these men of 'God was so celebrated 
throughout ElBgland that there was a popu- 
lar belief that one hnd only to be wrapiied 
In a robe that one of the good fathers liiul 
worn and he buried beneath their iiiDiius- 
tcry to ensure his soul'ot a sate entr.v Into 
paradise: aad the high ones of the land, 
who badly needed awvh a piissport, were not 
slow to avail theiiiselves of this chance, li 
1« they who lie beiieiith the elolstera and In 
an old graveyard Just beyond. Here were 
burled Margaret, second wife of Edward 
T; Isabella, con.iort ot Kdward 11; a 
Scotch Queen, and one ot the Isle of Man; 
the hearts of Edward II and of Illandor, 
Queen ot Henry ill; besides four duchess- 
es, four countesses, one duke, two earls, 
eight barons, thlrty-rtve knights and les.ser 
notables, making in all 303 persons ot gentle 
birth. 

Neari.v all file paving stones lu "JllT's 
■U'alk" bear Inscriptions nnd ti|ioii the face 
of one of "the ancient arches is a stent 
shield with the legend, "Here Lies a Bene 
factor. Let 'No One Move His Bones." The 
story runs that the "bones" are those ot a 
loHgdeail gentleman, who in the giuMlness 
of his heart left a house in the "city" to 
the hospital years and years ago, telling 
them they could have the rent It produced 
so long as they would exhibit his picture 
on their walls. At that time the house 
brought in','8ay, a couple of huudre>? dollars 
a year. Now it brlng.i In $7,500. Nntunillj-, 
the donor's picture has not yet been turned 
toward ttbe Wall, 

In some things .Christ's Hospital clings 
pretty dose to tradition, especially In tbe 
wuy of holiday customs. Blvery Baster day, 
for Instance, the boys visit the I^rd Mayor 
nt the ilauslon House, and each one re- 
ceives a coin fresh rriim the mint, lifter 
which there is lemona(i(^ for everybody. 
'I'lieu the Lord Mayor and the cit.v fathers 
visit llie boys at Christ's Churcli. and 't 
wns on these oci/aslons Hint, until a few 
years ago, the boys used to wear bits of 
I)iiper attached to their breasts, with the 
words, "He Is risen!" The same actors ap- 
pear in the no less celebrated "Speech 
day exercises, which come off on tlie Sl.st 
of September. Then the iii\nies ot the gov- 
ernors of 'the school are handed to the 
Lord Mayor to be filed away among the 
elly archives, the boys make speeches In 
Latin and Greek, and the Lord Mayor 
prcsents each of the speakers with a guinea. 

The most widel.v known ot tliese blue- 
coat customs and one that has often been 
criticized. Is thiit of supping in public. 
These 'tsuppings" take place every Thurs- 
day evening in Lent, the great chandeliers 
and a myriad ot candles are flghted, and 
all the governors and a host of great folk 
assemble on a sort of throne at one end of 
the hall to see the boys at dinner. After- 
ward there la Bible feadlng and prayers, 
but while the meal is progressing the visi- 
tors are at liberty to walk about among 
the tables and talk to the boys, and the 
whole idea has been criticized on the 
ground that it's too much on a par with 
"seeing the animals fed." 

Due notice Is taken of Queen Bllzabcth's 
day at the' school, the occasion when, in 
more ancient times, the Pope was regularly 
burned in effigy In 'London, and later on 
the pretender. The blue coats choose this 
day on 'Which to -settle "old scores." All 
long-debated .questions are summarily set- 
tled by force of .arms, and the boy who 
comes oCt second best Is shown the error of 
his ways by being vigorously bumped on 
the ground. 

Btlll another old custom Is the ringing ol 
the "absence bell" on Saturday afternoon. 
Saturday, curiously .enough, Is the one day 
when no boy is permitted to leave the 
Bohool, and for the detection ot truants this 
deep-toucd monster rings at a certain un- 
expected hour every Saturday afternoon, 
nnd the boys, when they hear It, assem- 
ble to be counted. Jt .may be said inci- 
dentally that Father Birch Is still esteem- 
ed at the school, although moral suasion Is 
not left untried. 

Charles Lamb and Coleridge WOrC In 
school together at Christ's Hospital, and 
they stoed alike In many ways. Lamb en- 
tered a year before Coleridge, and was only 
7 years old at the Itlme, .a .sensitive little 
chap, with a terrible tendency to stutter. 
Coleridge was poor And almost friendless in 
London, and the two boys .became friends. 
Lamb's life at school w*s .the happier, for 
the discipline was modified £or him on ac- 
count of the Impediment lu his speech, and 
the "Essays of Ella" tell m how the old 
aunt who nscfd to come to Che school tb sec 
hlin was. wont to supplement the scont; 
fare thot the authorities provided by won- 
derful baskets of all sorts of fioodJes. 

Lamb made friends of both boys ond 
masters, but Coleridge's . intimacies were 
fewer and never extended to Ills ■"betters." 
He was an ambitious bny, and, having In 
his lonely wanderings made the acquaint- 
ance of a shoemaker, naked hhn to per- 
suade the school authorities to let the fu- 
ture poet go as the shWrattkcr's apprentice, 
but the masters refused. They afterward 
tried to make a churchman of Coleridge, 
but he was obstinate, telling them that he 
was an Infldel, much to their horror. They 
Inughed nt his poetic aspirations and tried 
to beat them «iit of him. Coleridge enter- 
ed the school nt 10 and leff at 19. 

I>elgh Hunt, In bis "Autobiography" says 
that no school of Its time turned out as 
many boys who afterward became promi- 
nent writers as Christ's Hospital, but, 
much to the regret of the tourists who 
follow the amiable beadles through It« an 
clcnt and storied ■,room8; '>JBone, . of them 
left 80 roueJi-'tte"'w''WltUI;iparved. on his 
(Jesk. ■:. .•:■: ■■ .

Sir:— I thliUt tlint every man who has 
thought on the -subject is -of the opinion 
that tbe reJormatory for boys Is .the wrong 
pl.i..e In proximity to the jirlson when there 
Is no plnec of rccreiuUiii sin li as boys should 
liavi'. Although the pro.'ieiit home was coni- 
iiienced with the best Intentions, and may 
have done some good, yet it Is now behind 
tile nge, and Its ueeess.iry usefulness gone, 
■riie suggestions hy the llltilu)|i ot (Ndumbia 
aiul Cam.n d'adilon that the new home 
should be on one of the Islands, have tor 
various reasons the approval ot many peo- 
ple, and may iio.sslbly bi? apjiroved by the 
whole electorate of British Columbia. It 
It Is not expedient to use an island for the 
purposes ot a iiome, and if the money grant 
has to be expended near Vancouver, then 
liv all means let W or IK) acres ot land be 
secured In Its viclnit.v, distant from pri- 
sons anil towns where the boys can be 
taught gardening and farming, as well as 
\nrlous trades. The adoption of some such 
plan wuuld be health and life giving to the 
Inmates, aad enable them to learn some- 
thing of .practical benefit, and contribute to 
their own maintenance now, and after leav- 
ing the .home. I would suggest that the 
name "Reformatory" should be changed to 
that of "The Industrial Home for Boys," 
and tile .lyoung .Inmates made to feel tl' 
they are-^as far as possible— In a real home, 
when by educatloa, and a thorough train- 
ing in iliCTercnt branches of Industry they 
will become men of integrity and useful 
citizens. '1 feel sure the government will 
not deal with this <iuestlon lu a careless, 
oir-hund uiauuer, but will give the best con- 
siderations to tbe suggestions offered.

BXEOUTED FO» TREASON. 

An Incident In Quebec's History Called 
to Mind. 

From Hnmlitou Times. 

bieut. Curdua, a ringleader ifi the Tre- 
toria plot to abduct J.ord Koberts and 
kill British <inicers, has been eofitouced 
to dculb, and, according to one report, 
he ha-s .been already shot. Dr. Gaviu 
Brown Clark, M.l'. for Caithuesti, is pro- 
claimed a traitor by the Bntwh press, on 
account of the Jotters he wrote to 1 resi- 
dent Ivruger a year ago; he has been 
mobbed by his coustitueubs, and a de- 
snatch says hf narrowly escaped a 
wot-bc fate"— wliJcb poseibly means 
lynchiDK. We bave read a great deal 
about IJocr ferocity and cruelty uince tho 
war beaiui. A. young Dutch woman is 
said to have -written to her lover: "Send 
me a woiiiided Knglifih prisoner; I want 
to see him die." For the last few weeks 
the papers have been luU of Bt<)ries of 
Chinese atrocities, not only toward for- 
eigners, but toward auch o£ their own 
people as wore thought to dosorve pun- 
ishment. It maj be instructive to point 
out that popular horror of cruelty is 
quit!' a modem development, even In our 
own countt7. On Friday, July 21, 1707, 
jufit one hundred and three years ago, 
David McLane was executed at Quebec 
for the crime of high treason. In pro- 
nouncing sentence upou him, the judge 
Utrobably Oi^oode, for he -was chief jus- 
tice of Lower Canada from 1794 to 1801) 
eaid: 

"It remains for me to discharge the 
painful duty of pronouncing the Bontence 
of the law, which is that you, Uavid .Mc- 
Lane be cocducted to tbe place whence 
you came, and from there you will be , 
dragged to the place of execution, where j 
you are to be hanged by the neck, and 
your bowels will be lak-^-u out and burned 
before your eyee; then your head shalT 
be ticparated trotn your body, which shall | 
be iliviJed into four iiarts; aiid your 
head as well ub your ineinberH shall be ut 
the disposal of the King. May tho Lord 
hiLvo pity oa your soul." | 

Conformably to this sentence, tho 
prisoner David McLauc was taken from 
the common prison and placed upon a 
hurdle. The prisoner was put with his 
back to the horse which drew the hurdle, 
and which advanced with solemn steps 
towiirds the place of execution, outside 
the old St. ,lohii gate, accompanied hj 
tho sheriff and the district oUicern ot the 
peace, by u military guard of fifty men, 
ajid by a great multitude of spectators. 
About a quarter past ten the hurdle ar- 
rived at the gibbet erected upon the 
Glacis outside the city walls. Ab soon as 
it had stopped, McLane rose; he wore a 
death garment (shroud) of -white linen, 
and hnd a white bonnet upon his head, 
llev. Mr. Mountain nnd Rev. Mr. Spark 
aox'ompanied him, and he passed some 
minntes in fervent prayer. He then nd- 
drcfised the spectatora and the soldiers 
and dropped his handkerchief ns the sig- 
nal that he was ready. The body re- 
mained hiiugiug 25 minutes; then the 
eortl waa cut. A platform, ■upon which 
a block waa fixed, was brought near the 
gibbet, and a fire was lighted to execute 
the remainder of the sentenee. The head 
WAS cut off, ■and the executioner, hold- 
ing it in new of the public, cried: "The 
ht'iit) ot a triiilor!" An iifcielon . was

knife, hnl "".tl' not separated from the 
trunk. The whole execution took about 
two hours, and the conduct of the unl'or- 
tunate sufferer ■was in every respect 
composed and suitable to the situation. 
The mutilated corpse of McLane was 
left upon the place of execution, con- 
formably to the sentence passed. Bnt 
in tho evening four resipectahle citizens 
dug a grave in the same place and there 
deposited the body. Nearly thirty years 
afterwards (in 1825) a daughter of Mc- 
Lane came to Quebec to reclaim the re- 
luiiins of her father and to give them a 
Tiurial more consoling to her filial piety. 
A well known citizen showed her tvhere 
the body of her father had been placed. 

Another account states that McLune 
was quite dead before tho rope was cut, 
and therefore unconscious of the subse- 
<iuent indignities. It is a common say- 
ing tbnt one hundred yeurs is it short 
period in the history of a nation. When 
one reads of tho method of Mcljane's 
I)unisliment for treaeon, ho must admit 
tbnt Britisli justice is not so very far 
ahead of the Chinese variety. There was 
a gtKKl deal of the old burbnrinu left in 
the Anglo-Saxon of one hundred years 
ago.

CIIANCB l'X)U INVKNTOPS. 

Better Type of Ammunition For Rapid 
Fire Guns Wanted. 

Canadian Trade Review. 

One of the t^ngs greatly desired at 
present is some better type, of fixed 
aiiinuiiiition for nipid-fire guns. Fixed 
luiiiiiunition is siniply a cartridge, in 
which tho projectile and explosives ure 
handled in one piece. For guns up to, 
say, four or five inch calibre, these carl- 
ridges arc. all right, with one exception, 
nud that ia the nuisance of extracting 
the empty ense after firing. Under any 
circumstances tiiat takes time, and fre- 
quently the shell sticks in the breech, 
nnd the gun is temporarily thrown out of 
action. ^Vhat is wanted ia a powder 
charge pressed into the form of n cylin- 
der nnd nttaclicd in some manner to th* 
base of the projectile, dispensing alto- 
gether with the case. Smokeless pow- 
der is melted into nil sorts of shapes— 
cubes, sticks and so on — oud there is no 
reason ■why the entire charge couldn't 
be made in one piece. How to fasten 
it to the shell is a question, but that 
miglit be accomplished by wooilen pegs 
or rods, which wOlild be blown to atoms 
in the distance. Of coursi!, the powder 
cylinder should be honeycombed with 
small perforations, to ehsure iiuiek com- 
bustion, and the advantages of such 
ammunition would be great. To begin 
with, there would be no metal case to 
remove, and the gun after each dis- 
charge would be entirely omiity and 
ready for another load. Thnt would 
add several seconds to the rapidity of 
fire, and do away with the danger of 
"sticking.!' Then, again, it would 
lighten the ammunition chest by 200 or 
300 pounds;' and, lastly, such cartridge 
would be mudi cheaper than the present 
form. The cases now used are made 
of brass or copper and cost from 50 cents 
to ?5 apiece for the larger sizes. I'he 
man who develops this idea can be u 
millionuire in thirty days.

a deep cutting, ITie t-Taiu was a, ballast 
one, couveying 52 navvies^- two gutfrds',; 
two gangers, engine driver and fire'nia,n. 
These were distributed along 10 trucks. 
Tho train was two-thirds through the 
cutting when it left the rails. The 
trucks were completely wrecked, and 
men wore lying about hurt in all direc- 
tions. Four men were killed. One 
b(>dy was terribly mutilated, tho bead 
being cut off; two others were seen dead 
among tho wreckage. Six injured dead 
were taken to the Melbourne hospital. 
.A.11 suffered from shocks, injured ribs, 
cut legs and heads. 



According to news received by the 
iBteamer Warrimoo, the steamer Doric 
jirrived .there on the day of the sailing 
o£ the Warrimoo— August 29— from 
Japan, with the report tliat the steamer 
Coptic had been placed in Quarantine at 
Koli^'for ten. days ou account ot a 
plague case said to have come from 
Honolulu. The Coptic left Honolulu ou 
August 2 with a large number of Chi- 
nese ond Japanese in her steerage. She 
reached Kcbe on August 15, and was iu 
quarantine on tho 17th, when the Doric 
lett.:^ It iti not known who the China- 
man'' was or where he cauie from. The 
news caused a good deal o£ alarm at 
Uouolulu, indicating, the possibility of 
another outbreak of plague iu China- 
town there, , , , 
H. T. Bossman, a Chmamau who had 
discarded his owu name and taken an 
liUglish uame, passed through Honolulu 
.ou the Doric on a secret mission on 
behalf of the Bow Wong, or Chinese 
Hetorm Society. He is said to have 
been aent by Kang Yu Wei, the bead of 
the Keform Society. Bossmau hud in- 
terviews with leading members of , the 
Bow Wong Society at Honolulu, and it 
is said that his business is to more eUl- 
cieully organize the various Chinese re- 
form societies in the United States and 
Ciuuda. Members of the Bow Wong 
Society at UonolulU,state that the up- 
lihiug reported along the Yaug-tse, which 
was not against foreigners, is the begin- 
ning of their projected revolution agamst 
the'';Mauchu dynasty.' 

Ueports received by the Steamer War- 
rimoo stated that cases o£ plague are 
falill occurriug iu Sydney and Brisbane. 
The Warrimoo was therefore kept six 
feet away from the wharf at Honolulu, 
i:s a (luarautiuo precaution. Both Syd- 
ney and Brisbane are listed ad clean 
I)orts, and the steamers from there havo 
clean' bills of health. 

\dvices were received from New Zea- 
land by the Warrimoo that a movement 
i'; under way to bavcithe boundaries of 
New Zealand extended to include Fiji, 
Tonga, Karatonga, and other groups in 
the Southern racific. G. L. Grilllths,, 
editor of tho Fiji Times, in an interview 
on this question said trade would be 
niucb bonelitted by euch a icourse. The 
discontinuation of the Gnnadlan-Aus- 
tralian mail service was a great blow 
to Fiji, as it stopped the tounst tralUc. 
Now that Gcriiiany owns Apia, Mr. 
GriUitlis thinks the steamers should call 
•vt Fiji instead. It would only be about 
iialC a day longer. At present Fiji hasj 
no service excepting by Samoa to Auck- 
land or Sydney. 

"At the- present time there are practi- 
cally five steamers of the -Union Stoam- 
ehip Company employed±aH the-r''year 
around connecting Fiji -with Auckland, 
In the event of federation or annexation 
to New Zealand, Auckland would natur- 
ally from its position, be the emporium 
for the Pacific island trade. The sugar 
industry is a very largo item, ihe crop 
this year is 35,000 tons, all of wluch goes 
to the Auckland refinery. At l]io pros- 
pnt time the Colonial Sugar Itofaning 
Company is opening up nnotlier large 
plantation and factory- at a cost of about 
a quarter of a million. This is expected 
to inerensp the annual output of sugar 
l)v about 10,000 tone next year. About 
""OOO more coolies are being now landed 
from India, and 0,000 mules have been 
imported, as well as half a million feet 
of timber from the Nortft. Pacific, The 
plant obtained from Europe is said to 
bo the finest in tho world. Fiji can 
produce tea all right, but in the mean- 
lime tho labor problem has Cheeked the 
growth ot that industry. We went into 
coffee, but the plantations ■were wrecked 
by the same disease that mined those Jn 
Ceylon. The next most important in- 
dustry to sugar is the copra, equal to 
something under ?500,000, most of which 
Koes to Sydney and Europe. Tho fruit 
is our third most important industry, but 
there is also the becbe de mcr, pearl 
shell and minor things. Distilling is 
ulso carried on to a 'large extent by the 
sugar company, and a very large quan 
tity of raw spirit' is now sent to Sydney. 
I consider there are large possibilities 
before Fiji, but capital is wanted. Of 
course, it is no place for what Is termed 
the ordinary working man, as nearly 
everything is done by black labor.''

New Method Employed to .loin the Mem- 
bers of the Frame. 

In Engineering of August 10 there aro 
two views Illustrating a now metlioil of 
JoInliiK', the varloiia members of a bicycle 
frame; which' Js being Introduced hy tho 
BIrtwIsle Hydraulic Joining Syndlcute, LIiu- 
lteii;>;of^Wor8ley street; Hulme, Manchostor. 
As is well known, the usual method of at- 
taching to each" other: the various parts of 
cycle frames. Is by'brastng them together. 
The completeness of tho attachment de- 
ponils on tho skill of the workman and on 
tho conscientiousness with which be carries 
out tho operation. There Is, however, not 
only tho pogslblllty ot an Imperfectly brnz- 
I'd Joint to face, but also tho fact that the 
best brazing weakens the stool. It Js sniil, 
as much as 45 per cent. Tho DIrtwIsIo 
Joint Is made by cutting small slots In the 
lugs which form tho attaching pieces for 
the members of the frame, and then, by 
liydniullc pressure, forcing a part ot the 
tube In tho slot. AVater at pressure Is forcoi] 
Into a chamber In tho tube formed between 
two cap lontbers. When pressure l.s put 
on, tho part of tho metal of the tube Im- 
meiilatolj- below the slotted holes In tho 
lug Is forred Into tho holes, and being 
.stressed boyo id tho elastic limit It ronialns 
as a protubornnco lining the boles. We liavo 
seen, says Engineering, several Joints mauo 
In this way, and having toste<I tbom to des- 
truction, can boar testimony to the fact that 
groat strength of attachment can be se- 
cure{J by the process.

NO MORE SOCKEYES. 

The Salmon Market Cleared iJp— Puget 
Sound Pack Is Overgold. - 

In connection with tlie marketing of 
this season's salmon pack, many un- 
nsual conditions have developed. As the 
state of the industry has not been nor- 
mal the disposition of this year's product 
hae been attended by new features. B. 
V. Winch, of Vancouver, who is very 
largely interested in cannery property, 
both in Britisli Columbia and on Fugct 
Sound, has this to eay regarding the 
■world's salmon supply: 

"Outiiidc of Alaska, the BritiBli Cohiin- 
bia and American cJitcli is conservatively 
estimated as being 1,000,000 cases short, 
and it ail Aloflka's cans arcfilled. the 
shortoge'HWir-'lic^aKouY'lh'iwSI^^ 
a ndllion cases. 

"Last year" the tot.il catch was 3,100,- 
000, witli no' carry over; in 189S, when 
the total pacl{ -wiis two uilllions and a 
half, over half n million cuae« had been 
carried over from 1807; a year in which 
3,100,000 ca.ses were packed; this year 
the estimated world's pack is 2,.')00,000 
cu«efi, with no old stocks ou hand, 

".With the natural increase in cou.snmp- 
tion and the Jargo purchases made for 
the United Status, ,Tapani-6c and British 
troofw, it seems retisonablo to expect 
iligher prit'ufi and Quick sales, with the 
possibility of an early advance over open- 
ing priccfi for the Alaska pack. The 
Columbia river and -sockeyes have both 
advanced from 10 to 120 cent.s- since their 
opening prices were announced. Flats 
are now wortli 32 shillings in the Eng- 
lish market. There were no tails pack- 
ed on the Fraser this year, as, owing to 
higher pricen and contemplated scarcity 
of fish, canners thought it safer to pack 
tile flats, which show a somewhat larger 
margin of profit. The Puget Sonnd pack 
is oversold and all soclceyeB in America 
are cleaned up." 

The following report has been received 
from San Francisco in rgard to prices 
since 1897: In 1897 the opening and 
closing price for Columbia river •wuk 
$1.05; sockeyes, 80 cents, and Alaska, 
90 cents. During 1898 the Columbia 
river "opened at !fl.03 and closed at $1.20; 
the scK-'keyes opened at 80 cents and clos- 
ed at $1,10, while Alaska remained firm 
at $1. 

Last year the Columbia river opened at 
$1.25 and went to §1.50; the sockeyes 
opened at $1.10 and dosed at $1.25, and 
the Alaska started at $1 and went to 
$1.10. This year AJasIca red salmon are 
quoted at $1.10 per dozen f.o.b., San 
Francisco carload lots. 

The first steamer from Alaslta has ar- 
rived with 52,600 cases of salmon on 
board, and 25,000 cases -were shipped to 
London immediately. Figures for the 
1900 pack of Boclceyes now available 
show a total of only 528,700 cases, or 
WS.COO cases less than, last year. The 
price of sockeye tails, which opened at 
$3.30, have advanced to $1.50. 

' GOOD nOADS. 

A Convention to Be Held at Karaloops 
to Form Provincial Association. 

At a general meeting of the Briti.sh 
Columbia Inland Board of Trade, held in 
Kamloop.s on Friday, August 31, it was 
decided to call a convention, to bo held 
in Kandoops at 10 a.m. on Thursday, 
September 27, lor the purpose of organi;'.- 
ing a Provincial Good lUiuds .iVssociation. 
Arrangements arc bing nuide for reduced 
transportation rates.

BBHK RAILWAY SCHEME. 

Hangs by One Rail and Runs Over a 
Hundred Miles. an Iloar. 

A recent effort to obtain the sanction of 
the British House of Commons to a rail- 
way system, consisting of one overhead 
rail, on which cars %vere to be 6uspende<l 
and run by electricity at the rate of 120 
miles an hour, has bailed. The commit- 
tee, while admitting that the mono rail 
system, when properly matured, might 
prove, an important development in rail- 
way travel, did not believe that the pres- 
ent braking methods -were suniciently 
powerful to make such high speed safe. 
Mr. Behr's scheme was to build such a 
railway between Manchester and Liver- 
pool, a distance of thirty-five miles, and 
to run the distance, including stoppages, 
in 17Mi minutes. The carriages were to 
be snspended on a single rail, and two 
side rails to steady them. An experi- 
mental railway of this sort was con- 
fltrueted at Brussels, on which it is claim- 
ed a .speed of eighty miles an hour has 
been made. The idea of fnisponding tho 
cars from an overhead rail is not a new 
ODc, an electric railway on this principle 
haviiig for some time been in use be- 
tween Barmen and Elbcrficld,.on which, 
however, n speed of only 18% miles an 
hour is attained. . . 



News was brought, by the R. M. S. 
Warrlmoo, which orrlved at the outer 
wlinrf yesterday morning, of a series of 
murders by blacks in the villages of the 
New South Wales bush. In all there 
had been about a dozen victims up to 
the time the steamer sailed, and, with 
the exception of an old man too infirm to 1 
stand flight, the murderers were un- ' 
captured. The police had several largo 
posses scouring the country, and had 
called in the aid of some of the most 
experienced native trackers with blood- 
hounds. 

Tho first of the tragedies occurred at 
Berelong, about 40 miles from Dubbo, 
on the main line from Sydney. The 
family of Mr, Mawbey was murdered by 
blacks while he was away at Berelong, 
and there was no man in the house. 
Three blacks who had been working 
.--lashiug trees for him are believed to 
have done the deed. When the police 
arrived at tho Muwbey house they found 
th:it Miss Kerz, Miss Hilda Mawbey 
and Percy Mawbey were dead and hor- 
i-ibly mutilated. Evidently a tomahawk 
was used, their skulls being smashed 
cotupletely in. Miss Elsie Clarke (a 
niece of Mawbey's), Misct Grace Maw- 
bey and Mrs. Mawbey were found to be 
wounded to such an extent as to giva 
snmll hopes of recovary. 

The scene of the murder baffled de- 
scription. Percy Mawbey's head was 
nearly scvored from his body by a blow 
on the neck, apparently from a toma- 
hawk. Miss Kerz was wearing a flan- 
nelette night-drets, and the fitlck that 
she was killed wlth-^an aboriginal 
weapon— was covered with blood o and 
the fluff from the nigbt-drcss. 

Thie door of the room where tho 
females, slept was smashed . In ivith a 
tomahawk. As soon as the Inmates 
woke and saw the, blacks. Miss Kers 
and Grace Mawbey rushed outside 
towards where the men were sleeping, 
about three-quarters of a mile away. 
The two girls were probably running 
hand in hand when they were overtaken 
and knocked down with sticks and a 
tomahawk. The little boy, aged about 
8, who was conceAlcd under the bed, 
heard some of the blacks say: ''There is 
one more boy yet; we must get him." 
A black who was posted outside the door 
tJieu sang out, with an oath: "Sail Into 
them. Jack; don't give any of them a 
chance; dash all their brains out." 

The greater number of murders that 
followed are thouglit to be the work of 
two of the same blacks. The next mur- 
der was nl Mudgee, .several miles away, 
two days later. Alex. McKay was 
killed, his head being split Open. Tho 
inquest, at which a verdict of murder 
was brought in against Joe and Jimniy 
Governor, tho same two blacks accused 
of the other crimes, showed that Mrs. 
Mclvay w.is in the house, when the girl 
came running in and said: " Two blacks 
are coming here; one has a rifle.'' She 
went to the door as they stepped on the 
verandah. One of them said: "We are 
murderers; come outside and we will 
kill tho lot of you." Mrs. McKay 
stepped forward. One of them struck 
her with a tomahawk, but she turned 
round to get into the house, and only 
received a gash on tho side of her head. 
.She then banged the door and bolted it. 
'i'hey tried to smash the door with a 
tomahawk. Tlioy smashed all the win- 
dows in with stones. One hit the girl 
on the back. One stone also hit Mrs. 
McKay on tho back of the head. The 
blacks said: "If you don't open the 
door we will kill the lot of you; . if you 
do, we won't." Mrs. McKay said to 
the girl: "We might as well be killed 
outside as inside," and opened the door 
and walked outside with the child in her 
arms. ITie blacks ordered them to 
stand on Ihe verandah, searched the 
place all over, took a lot of eatables, and 
went away. Tlio girl went to the door 
and said: "Oh, God, listen to uncle 
groaning." They -went over to the 
fence and found Mr. McKay lying on 
his back, with his head split open with a 
tomahawk. They carried him inside and 
laid him on the bed. Tho girl looke<i 
out of the door and saw the blacks com- 
ing back. The blacks told the women 
to come outside, and demanded what 
money Mrs. McKay Imd. Mrs. McKay 
gave them a pound. They asked her if 
she had any more. When she told them 
she had not, they said: "You are a liar; 
we found £8 in the old man's pocket." 
They then told Mrs. McKay to give 
them her husband's saddle, saying he 
would not want it any more. They took 
the horses iind left. Mrs. McKay also 
died the following day. 
' The murderous blacks then continued 
on their bloody errand. They commit- 
ted their next crime some live or six 
miles away at Foggy, the victims being 
Mrs. O'Brien and her 1.5 months' old 
baby. Mrs. I^onnetf, a ladies' mirso 
who was with Mrs. O'Brien, at the in- 
quest told the story of the coming of tire 
blacks and of the murder an follows: 
The two blacks came and knocked at 
tlie door and called out, "Is anyone at 
homeV" Mrs. O'Brien replied, "Yes; 
what do you want?" The black then 
presented a rifle at li^r and fired. He 
then turned and tired at witness. The 
shot hit witness on tho left collar-bone 
and cnme out at the right breast. Wit- 
ness fell on her face and lay still. She 
saw the youngest of the two blacks hit 
Mrfi. O'Brien several times over tho 
head with a tomahawk. Witness coiild 
hear blows. One of the blacks said to 

tho other, "Kill the kid." The cliild 

was in Mrs. O'Brien's arms. Witness 
saw one of the men hit the child on tlie 
head with the stock of the gun. Tliis 
was all that liapi>oned in the kitchen. 
The blacks then went into the front part 
of tho house. Witnc.'^ could hear them 
talking. She got up and got through 
the window, and went towards -where 
she saw Jlr. O'Brien eominp with his 
dray, and told him of the awful deed of 
the blacks. 

From Tvhat can be learned, it seems 
tliat the blacks had been reading some 
of the dime novel kind of literature 
al>out bushwhackers, and had l>een long- 
ing to be bushwhackers. A white wo- 
nmn, who was married to one of them, 
was found in the blacks' camp and ar- 
rested by the police, about twelve miles 
from the pcene of the first massacre. She 
said that her husband had told her 
again and agam that he "would be u

will hold another. auction. at salerooms, 7". 
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bushwhacker yet." Ho had been read, 
iiig about bushrangers. She said tliis 
murder was contemplated for some time, 
but the blacks only intended to murder 
tho mail*. They were also going to mur- 
der three of their own people who were 
at Wollar, on the Goulbura river, -who, 
they allege, killed their father. They 
also threatened that they would enlist 
a'ix more blacks to help them, who, if 
they refused, would be murdered. Th 
murder occurred exactly at half-past 10 
uji Friday niglit, and a short time prior 
to this the blacks went to the old house 
where the men reside, and called for Mr. 
Mawbey. IJe came out to the door, leav- 
ing it open. Tlie blacks saw some men 
inside and told .Mawbey that they wanted 
ratious in the luurning. They then left 
and went straight away and eounnltted 
the murder. The loc:il militia have dis- 
tributed rilkf tu the people of the dis- 
trict and tiiL- whole cou:itry was in pur- 
suit of the blacks, -vvho were thought to 
bo making for Port Stephens, where 
they ho]ied to be sliielde<i by the abori- 
ginals. In a reijort on the crime, the in- 
spector-general of the ■ N.S.W. police 
says: "It would be difficult to esugger- 
ato the condition of panic into which the 
district had been' thrown. Uomestimds 
and ocupatlons had been abandoned, and 
men, women and' children were crowd- 
ing into townships for protection, and 
numerous appeals' were being made for 
si)eciul police guatdsi and for arms and 
provisions, Avblch,' ' for obvlb'iis reasons, 
could not be provided. The inspector- 
general thought a' more judicious course 
would bo for thebe' Settlers, after remov- 
ing their families t'p n' position of safety, 
to combine with th'eir' uei^hlMrs in par- 
tics of three Or four' to' reside together 
at one of their hometrteads nutil the dan- 
ger was passed, someone being constant- 
ly on guard, and all being armed. Rids 
carbines were recommended as the best 
weapons w ith which to' equip tliose eu- 
guged in the work." 

Jacky. Porter, the old black captured 
by the police, said: I remember being In 
Jimmy Governor's camp with Joe Gov- 
ernor, Jack Underwood, Peter, the boy, 
Jimmy Governor and his missus, a whito 
woman. Jimmy and Jack Underwood 
left camj), lliey were away about two 
hours. Jimmy came back first. He said 
to all of us: "Well, we better get away 
from here; we have been rushing Maw- 
bey's house, and have hit the girl and 
bo,v aud two mvrv et^h," Jimmy said 
one jumped out of the wludovC, anj I hit 
them with a nullah-nullah. When Un- 
derwood came back he said: "Me and you 
bushrangers now. Jack; we must go 
away out of this to the camp at Digilah. 
The police wil! shoot ns if we stay in 
camp." 1 said to Jimmy: "You'll get 
hanged now." Jimmy said: "I knocked 
down four." He also said: "Joe, I'll 
kill you. I -want to take you with mo; 
if you don't come I'll kill you." Jimniy 
says Jack Underwoinl came back to 
camp and said: "Jacky, how many did 
you knock down'.'" He said: "Only one." 
Jacky said: "I hit the little boy with a 
nullah." Jack also said: "I hit the lit- 
tle girl on the head." Jimmy said he 
killed three. Jacky had a rifie and a 
tomahawk in hi.s hand. He said Jimmy 
was going to kill all the blacks at Wol- 
lar, and then go out bushrnnging. 

LAW INTBLLIGBNCB. 

Sitting of Full Court Resumed— Oases 
Dealt With. 

The sitting of the Full court was re- 
sumed yesterday morning, and continued 
throu;.'hout the day, Chief Justice Mc- 
Coll, with .lustices Walkem, Drake and 
Irving, being on the bench. In East- 
man v. I'cmberton, the argument wiis 
concluded, judgment being reserved. 
Gann & Co. v. Wellman & Hnrel, an 
appeal from the County court of Koote- 
nay, was then reached. I'laintiffs had 
installed an acetyline plant in the de- 
fendant's hotel at Kimberloy, near Fort 
Steele, and had been refut^ed i)ayment 
of the balance of their account. Judg- 
ment for that amount, some $2.50, was 
obtanied. The appeal taken against this 
was dismissed with costs. 

The court then took np Courtenay t 
the Canadian Develoi)ment Company, an 
appeal from the judgment of Judge Du- 
gas, of tiie Territorial court, sitting at 
Uaw«on. The plaintifl's barge was tow- 
ed by the defendant's steamer, and in a 
bad part of the upper Yukon was swamp- 
ed and lost. For this, ou a claim for 
$150,000, the Dawson court allowed some 
$10,000, or thereabouts, for damages, 
and from such award appeal is being 
taken. ' The argument lasted until the 
court rose last evening, and will probably 
occupy all this morning's sitting. 

ITie next sitting of the County court 
for Victoria has been fixed for the 20th 
instant. 



A Description of the Decoration For the 
Troops. 

From Dally Telegraph. 

Notwithstanding statements to the con- 
trary, tho ribbon and medal recognizing 
tho services of our trooiis in South Afri- 
ca will be issued togethee, not separate- 
ly, shortly after the terminutiou of the 
wdr. That is the usual couree, and the 
war olUce has every intention to follow 
precedent on the prc-ent occaciiuu. As 
soon as peace i.s declared, an army order 
will be promulgated, and a month or six 
weeks later tho coveted award will bo 
ready for distribution. It is hoped that 
circumstances will allow the presentation 
to be made by Her Majesty the Queen at 
a review of picked men representing all 
the regiments that have been fighting at 
tho front. With regard to both the rib- 
bon and the medal, most of the publish- 
ed descriptions are extremely wide of the 
mark. 

The ribbon which has been chosen is 
one inch and a quarter broad, and divid- 
ed into five horizontal stripes. Tho 
broadest stripe in tho centre is not khaki 
color, as has been stated, but a rich, 
bright orange, having on either side a 
narrow stripe of navy blue, edging with 
a wider stripe of red. 

Absolutely erroneous is the announce- 
ment timt the medal is in the form of a 
five-pointed star, corresponding in size 
with the lihedive Star of 1882, and hav- 
ing a golden ' centre, 'lupon which is giv- 
en a head of the Sovereign, surrounded 
by a ring of bronze, the points of tho 
star being silver. If such a design was 
ever in contemplation It was speedUy 
abandoned by the military authorities, 
the steu beinff probably aceeletatcd by 
the action of Sir Bedvers Buller, wlio 
wrote homo and represented how keenly 
the soldiers were disappointed at the 
prospect of the medal being in the form 
of a star. The medal, in fact, will be 
of the ordinary character, consisting en- 
tirely of silver. Ou one side a head of 
tho Queen is graven, but secrecy is 
maintained for the present as to the do- 
sign ou the other side. Tho drawings 
by Mr. de Saulles, o£ the Royal Mint, 
have been approved by the war ofUce, 
and the authorities on Towerhili have 
received instructions to proceed with the 
work In all bajste.

LITHOGRAPHIC STONE. 

An Important Deposit Found on a Lake 
Teraiscaniingue Island. 

An important deposit of lithographic 
stone has been found on Burnt Island, 
Lake Tomiscnniingue, says the Toronto 
Mail and Empire. This is said to be 
the only bed of pure lithographic stone 
in Canada, and, in fact, will be the ouly 
place in Canada from where such stone 
will bo taken.

Tlic claim is made that the stone, from 
Burnt Island is as good as any now in 
use. 

An idea of the value of lithographic 
stone may be obtained from the fact tliat 
n slab four feet in width and siz feet in, 
length, and n perfect, .on both sides, Is.
